An amplification and public address 
system fitted up in the manner of net- 
work stations is one of the achieve- 
ments of the Fiesta direction that can- 
not be shrugged off with a lifting of 
the eyebrows. If you don’t believe it, 
go over to Building T, the building next 
removed from Corcoran Hall, and take 
a look at the gadgets, wires, controls, 
acoustic drapes, buxzers and “whotnots” 
that the genius of Elliott Murphy and 
hie corps of assistants have worked 
into a first-class broadcasting unit. 

Let’s take a trip through this studio 
and see how it works! Before we start 
let me get across to you that this is 
no small-time plaything at which we’re 
going to look. The material in the 
control room could not be rented for 
lees than 3100 a day if someone else 
wanted it for the same purpose for 
which we’re using it during the next 
three days. 

On the first floor is the reception 
room, for the visitors, and the artists 


or are about to “go on.” On the second 
floor is the “brain” of tho outfit. Here 
Murphy has built m a control room be- 
tween Studio A and Studio B. Studio 
A is adjacent to the controls; here they 
have torn out a partition and put in 
a sound-proof window arrangement. 
Merely with a wave of the hand and 
wig-wag code the broadcasting can be 
kept moving by the announcer. Studio 
B is a little more difficult; it is farther 
removed from the control operator and 
moat be run by means of a buzzer sys- 
tem and red light signals. 

All this is very easy. You push a 
contraption here and throw a switch 
there, and before you know it musk is 
on the air! Try it sometime in a spare 
.moment — you’ll probably get what they 
commonly call ‘‘static.” 

But all nonsense aside we finally (?) 
got Caminita to talk about bis "air- 
baby.” Ho said that Morphy, Dick- 
erson, Moore, Williams and other tech- 
nicians had gathered wires, amplifiers,

Journey’s End Is 
Best Production 
Of Good Season

HEN the announcement was 
made several weeks ago that 
Cue and Curtain ha'd chosen 
"Journey’s End” for its Anal ap- 
pearance of the season, even the 
Club's best friends were pessimistic 
as to the result. The difficulty of 
staging the famous play, the atten- 
tion to detail entailed in realis- 
tically presenting it, and above all, 
the mature acting that it required, 
were well known. 

On last Thursday and Friday eve- 
nings Cue and Curtain answered all 
these doubters with the greatest 
work of its history. The perfor- 
mances of the 12 men who made up 
the cast, together with Newell Lus- 
by's setting and Floyd Sparks’ sound 
effects, combined to create a pro- 
duction that for absolute life-like- 
ness and sheer dramatic Intensity 
compared favorably with the best 
efforts of the many professional 
companies which have made the play 
such a familiar one. 

The characterizations of two men 
were impressed Indelibly upon the 
minds of all those who attended by 
Leonard Stevens and Harold Stap- 
ler. \ 

Stevens is a familiar figure on 
George Washington stages but noth- 
ing that he has ever done ap- 
proaches his work as the chief char- 
acter in “Journey's End.”

AN eyebrow lifting campus views 
A section in “duo-tone brown,” a 
suspense holding Hall of Fame, and 
an <yid treatment of the theme — 
the sea — in blue and white — are the 
principal features which this year’s 
editors have added to the art of 
publishing Cherry Trees.

The book is bound in a striking 
dark blue with an Imposing cut of 
a ship under full sail Impressed on 
the front cover. Both in the se- 
lection of the cover and In the color 
scheme throughout there is life and 
vlvaclousneas which seems to me 
was one of the few faults one could 
find with the last several editions. 

Within the cover, the foreword 
and dedication section is no leas 
striking with ships, gulls and fish 
dipping or tailing about. There we 
find that the book la a log of our 
year’s voyage through the Univer- 
sity and we are wished Bon Voyage 
for the future— a clever idea. 

The book is dedicated to Dean 
Wilbur and the theme was chosen 
wth a view to his love of the sea. 
You will be interested in the brief 
history of the University, written 
by him, which reveals some little 
known facts. 

Little can be said about the views 
section other than it is the Anest 
thing of its kind which one could 
ever hope to produce. You must 
see it to appreciate it. 

Another innovation is the division 
of the University faculty into col- 
leges and divisions, with group pic- 
tures including every member from 
each college, and an individual pic- 
ture of the dean or director. Here- 
tofore only pictures of the heads of 
the divisions were included. There 
is still room for improvement here 
in that the group pictures are not 
very orderly or impressive looking, 
but that is about the only fault one 
can find with the entire book. 

A unique idea hat been used on 
the page devoted to the Router’s 
Club, included for the first time. 
The pictures are Arranged on the 
panel to that they make the letters 
G. W. ee the group does at the foot- 
ball games. 

The March of Events section is an 
improvement over last year’s in ar- 
rangement. The women's sports sec- 
tion seems ell inclusive and prac- 
tically everyone In that department 
has her picture gracing at least one 
page if not two or three.
